Lihu e, o n the island o f 
Kau ai. 
The p o ints shelled were Hilo 
Kau ai. At Hilo , seco nd Hawaiian 
city , slight damage was cau sed 
to a wharf. The harbo r o f Kahu ­ 
lu i was fired o n fiv e times with­ 
o u t damage. 
At Lihu e, a few ro u nds were 
fired setting fire to a su gar cane 
field. 
The attack o n Kahu lu i was the 
seco nd o f the war, a su bmarine 
hav ing fired 
abo u t ten shells 
there o n December 16. 
The co mmu niqu e was, read at 
his p ress co nference by Secretary 
Stimso n 
who 
p raised 
General 
Do u glas MacArthu r’s defense o f 
the islands as “masterly ” and at 
the same time co mmented that 
the inv aders were v eterans, hard 
fighting so ldiers and ably led. 
Stimso n to ld an inqu irer the 
War dep artment had no t instru ct­ 
ed General MacArthu r to qu it the 
Philip p ines in the ev ent o f a fo rc­ 
ed cap itlu atio n to the Jap anese. 
The secretary said rep o rts that 
the inv aders were a “nfbb o f bad­ 
ly trained y o u ths” were “as er­ 
ro neo u s as they were well-inten­ 
tio ned.” 
He said “We hav e to face the 
facts” o f Jap anese strength, and 
added: 
“I am co nfident we can and 
will defeat the enemy ni the end 
bu t we canno t do it by lo o king 
thro u gh ro se co lo red sp ectacles.” 
He ex p ressed belief that the 
enemy had su ffered heav y lo sses, 
since the fighting had been “v ery 
well su stained” by the American- 
Filip ino fo rces and the Jap an­ 
ese had to carry the attack to 
cap able defenders. 
Stimso n declined to co mment 
o n criticism o f the o rder making 
Manila an o p en city , o bserv ing 
that “When o u r p eo p le are fight­ 
ing u nder a mo st skillfu l co m­ 
mander in a stru ggle which it 
had been reco gnized fo r 20 y ears 
wo u ld be ex tremely u p hill when 
it came, there sho u ld be no criti­ 
cism fro m u s.” 
No thing has o ccu rred to indi­ 
cate that General MacArthu r’s de­ 
fense has been o ther than mast­ 
erly , he adde. 
The cap ital steeled itself to day

- A girl clad in a blue evening 
gown entered the same shelter

She was 
ip tears. One of the evacuees, she 
had gone out last night on 
a blind 
date seeking relaxation from the 
strain of the war. 
“We were in a night club,” she 
said. “People were laughing and 
pinging. Suddenly I just couldn’t 
stand it.” 
Another woman, mother of two 
Ckm babies, collapsed at a Red 
£ ross station. Her husband is on 
duty with the air corps at Hono­ 
lulu. Nurses are caring for her 
infants until she recovers from 
feysteria. 
There was another group of 
War refugees, the wounded, army 
and navy men shot and burned 
m defending Oahu against th* 
dawn attack. They were in mili­ 
tary and naval hospitals, patient­ 
ly submitting to treatment, grim- 
vowing to “go back to get 
lose Japs the minute they let' 
file out of here.” 
- Most of the civilians arriving 
were the families of military or 
naval personnel, sent home from 
islands for the duration. All 
Of them left some loved ones be­ 
hind; some of them turned from

Senators Taft (R,, Ohio) and 
George (D„ Ga.) agreed that such 
a campaign would require months 
of careful preparation. In a sep­ 
arata interv iew, Senator Norris 
(Ind., 
Neb.) declared the war 
might last from three to ten y ears 
We will hav e to fight on and 
on,” Norris declared, “ They are 
taking our bases now, and we 
must.get them back. We will hav e 
to build ships and planes and 
tanks on a scale such that our 
people wil be able to obtain con­ 
trol of the Pacific. Then we can 
starv e out the J apanese and force 
them to come to terms.” 
The Nebraskan said he was 
confident that "in the end we will 
defeat them.” 
Taft told reporters he believ ed 
the nation “ faces a long war” 
and George said no one could tell 
how long the conflict would last. 
Ev entually , to bring J apan to 
terms, George said, America will 
hav e to carry the war home to 
her with *t>ombs. But he added that 
demands for immediate offensiv e 
action should be side-tracked in 
order that the army and nav y 
would not be pressed into taking 
unwise retaliatory steps. 
Senator Ball (R-Minn.) agreed 
with George that in time the

sufficient bases along the Aleutian 
Islands to support an all-out ham­ 
mer blow against J apan. Nev er­

Ball pointed

weather difficulties were tremen­ 
dous along such a route. 
Senator Vandenberg (R-Mich.) 
ex pressed his admiration for the 
gallant fight the Filipinos had 
made along with American troops 
in the islands and said this nation 
recognized a debt of gratitude 
which would be repaid as soon as 
possible. Senator Ny e (R-N.D.) 
took a similar v iew but added 
that he hoped the final crushing 
of J apan might afford this country 
chance to get out of the Far 
East in a military way . 
Broadcasting to the people of

would "crush the war

terns America’s New York reso­ 
lution for a huge increase in 
fighting equipment and trained 
manpower.

will all be swept away , he pre­ 
dicted. 
And In San Francisco, where 
soldiers and sailors y ounded at 
Pearl Harbor debarked from hos­ 
pital ships y esterday , a battle- 
scarred sailor called out "fix us 
up so we can get back for an­ 
other crack at ’em.” 
As the 
crisis approached at 
Manila, there was nationwide 
ev idence that America was buc­ 
kling down grimly for the mili­ 
tary tasks of 19 42. 
The nav y announced that the 
huge French lux ury liner Nor­ 
mandie was being conv erted into 
a nav al aux iliary and had been 
assigned the name U. S. S. La­ 
fay ette. 
The nation’s aircraft manufac­ 
turers reported through the aero­ 
nautical chamber of commerce 
that in the y ear just passed they 
had built more than $1,500,000,-

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NEW YEAR, 19 42 
No one knows what the next twelv e months 
hold in store for us. 
Twelv e months ago nob ody knew what was 
to transpire in the 365 days to come. 
The last twelv e months are history. The next 
twelv e months will see new history made. 
One thing we do know and that is just as 
surely as the fighting spirit of our foreb ears 
b rought us out of turmoil and strife, suffering 
and misery, just so will that same fighting spirit 
carry us through the next year and b ring us 
nearer to our goal—peace. Peace, not only for 
our own people, b ut the peoples of all nations. 
Blood, tears and sweat will b e shed in the 
months to come, b ut definitely not in v ain. The 
b lood that flowed at Valley Forge and Gettys­ 
b urg was not in v ain.

I et tes are not a necessity and if people would 
rather hav e cigarettes at the higher price than 
do 
without them, 
they certainly should hav e 
i this right. 
And many people will hav e to do without them 
if the gov ernment keeps the price s0 low that 
only the efficient operators can exist. If they 
merely' exist, sooner or later the supply will not 
meet the demand. 
This price regulation on things, that b y no 
stretch of the imagination could b e regarded as 
military, needs to b e watched. Especially is this 
true since the present Administration has shown 
a great desire to control and interfere with free 
enterprise b efore we were in war. 
It is hard to understand the difference b etween 
our form of gov ernment and that of H itler’s if 
prices are to b e regulated. When prices are regu­ 
lated,. sooner or later, it means a shortage of 
goods and the gov ernment officials then hav e the 
right to determine what people shall secure the 
limited supply. This leads to gross fav oritism, 
to b rib ery-, to corruption and to stifling initiatv e. 
These knds of practices will not help win the 
war. They will tend to lengthen the duration of 
the war 


THE BOOK LIVES ON 
There is indignation in Moscow ov er the de­ 
struction of a house at Yasnaya Polyana, a little 
town near Tula where twice the tide of war has 
swept across the countryside. It was the b irth­ 
place and home of Leo Tolstoy. There in the 
house which is prob ab ly now- a b lackened ruin, 
he wrote "W ar and Peace,” prob ab ly the greatest 
„Indictment of 
the Napoleon-Hitler conqueror- 
mind ev er penned. 
If the Tolstoy shrine b e indeed destroyed, it 
is cause for regret. But his great b ook, "War and 
Peace,” is b eyond such destruction, 
translated 
as it is into ev ery- language, existing in millions 
of copies in ev ery lib rary and on millions of 
b ookshelv es in the world. When H itler shall b e 
dead as Napoleon, Tolstoy’s w-ords will go for­ 
ward, a force b eyond tanks and b ayonets. 
We are on the side of eternal things. 


WHA T A R E THE P R OP E R F UNCTIONS 
OF LA B OR UNIONS? 


Inasmuch as I hav e repeatedly criticized the 
acts of lab or unions, it might b e well to go on 
record as to the specific things that lab or unions 
could and should do. 
Lab or unions should attem pt 
to make the 
law of supply and demand work. They should 
do this b y keeping informed as to the relativ e 
v alue of lab or in different lines of work and in 
different localities. They should hav e this infor­ 
mation so that they can help their memb ers find 
a job that will reward them most for their lab or. 
They 
could also, 
if they 
desired, hav e a 
mutual insurance policy to 
giv e assistance to 
those in need. 
They could also help those who wanted in­ 
structions in learning how to produce more. They 
should not, howev er, giv e instructions to those 
who did not v oluntarily want it. 
This kind of a lab or union could b e of some 
serv ice to the working man. It would tend to 
prev ent employers from 
taking adv antage 
of 
inexperience and make it unnecessary for workers 
to work for less than they could get working 
other places. 
But modern lab or unions are not functioning 
along this line of attem pting to hav e all workers 
hav e equal opportunities for job s. The whole 
trend of modern day lab or unions is exactly the 
opposite. Price fixing and w-age fixing are some 
things that lab or unions should nev er attem pt 
to do. They should nev er attem pt to do this b e 
cause no one, or no group of men, is wise enough 
to know the relativ e v alues of lab or. All lab or 
should b e free to help adjust all wages so that 
ev ery w orker more nearly gets the same wage 
for the same skill and production and thus gets 
all that he produces. 
If lab or unions attended to the only b usiness 
they can help, they would then b e of serv ice to 
all the workers.

THE LINCOLNS 


(Indianapolis News) 


Diligent research has enab led Dr. Louis A. 
W arren of Fort Wayne to deny many of the 
traditions that hav e b een current relativ e to 
Ab raham Lincoln and his ancestors. In an ad- 
diess to the Society of Indiana Pioneers, a t its 
yearly dinner in Indianapolis, he asked Hoosiers 
to rememb er that Lincoln liv ed longer in Indiana 
than he ev er liv ed anywhere else. Indiana has 
b een tardy, he said, in recognizing and em pha­ 
sizing the influence of the Hoosier env ironment 
upon Lincoln's laier life and pub lic serv ice. 
Ev idence collected in all parts of the country 
b y Dr. W arren has enab led him to state that 
b oth parents of Ab raham Lincoln came from good 
colonial stock. Thomas 
Lincoln 
was 
not the 
shiftless, 
ignorant, 
purposeless indiv idual 
that 
many of the b iographers of Ab raham Lincoln 
hav e made him. Dr. W arren said that Thomas 
Lincoln owned three farm s in Kentucky b efore 
he came to Indiana; he paid his taxes regularly, 
ook part in pub lic affairs, and is shown b y 
store records to hav e made adequate prov ision 
for his family. The discov ery of numerous docu­ 
ments signed b y Thomas Lincoln destroys the 
myth that he could not write. 
Another tradition b lasted by Dr. W arren deals 
with the Lincoln hab itation in Indiana. It was not 
a half-faced hunter’s camp, as some historians 
and b iographers hav e contended. Instead there 
is ev idence 
that Thomas Lincoln built a log 
cab in as sturdy and commodious as those of his 
Hoosier neighb ors, and that the family underwent 
more hardship than did other pioneers of 
heir era Both Thomas Lincoln and Nancy Hanks 
descended from foreb ears who ranked high in the 
nation s early history and it is Dr. W arren’s v iew 
that they made an equal contrib ution to their 
illustrious son’s character.

The Senate Nav al 
Affairs committee considered the 
situation so serious that it held 
a

to reliev e pub lic anxiety b y mak­ 
ing a frank report in his b road­ 
cast that night 
An exchange of v iews among 
the committee memb ers disclos 
ed they were practically unani­ 
mous that

and that either Chairman Dav id 
I. Walsh of Massachusetts or a 
delegation should call 
at

White House. 
Gillette Dissents 
Howev er, there was one v ig­ 
orous 
dissenter—- 
conscientious 
Senator Guy Gillette of Iowa. 
Gillette is no isolationist. He 
had opposed inv olv ement in the 
European war; 
b ut after Con­ 
gress v oted 
approv al 
of 
the 
President’s defense 
and 
foreign 
policies, Gillette immediately b ow­ 
ed to the will of the majority and 
wrote Roosev elt assuring his sin­

presentativ e Carl Vinson, chair­ 
man of the House Nav al Affairs 
committee, got a hurry-up call 
from the White House. 
There the

them to look ov er his speech. 
After reading it, Walsh indicat­ 
ed he was disappointed that it 
did not include more information 
ab out Pearl H arb or losses.

faces; ev erything disquieting was 
explained away.” 
The United States is making the 
same mistake today. The report 
on Pearl Harb or is a sample. Of­ 
ficial negligence was sugar coat­ 
ed with indiv idual tales of hero­ 
ism. The b lue jackets were su 
perb . The nav y was not. 
In 19 14 the Kaiser ridiculed the 
British 
as 
a "nation of shop 
keepers.” In 19 41 we had the 
Japs "b luffed off the map.” Just 
a "chess game on the Pacific.” 
Or, if they fought we could lick 
them with fly swatters. Not all 
the 
negligence was located at 
Pearl Harb or. 
With respect to capital ships we 
had a Maginot line mentality. Six­ 
teen years after Billy Mitchell 
was courtmartialed f o r telling 
the truth ab out the b attle wagons 
as an ob solescent weapon in the 
face, of air power, we were still 
conv inced they were unsinkab le. 
Today the cartoonist’s pen is 
dippel in soothing syrup ab out the 
retreat from Moscow, Ev erything 
the Russians say is gospel. When 
will we admit that no gov ern­ 
ment ev er tells the truth ab out 
military operations? 
Much has b een said ab out "the 
kept press,” mostly untrue. But a 
great editor recently s a i d the 
worst prob lem newspapers face is 
that the pub lic does not Want 
b ad news. If it has to b e print­ 
ed it must b e played down. 
Another example of self hypno­ 
tism are the figures showing 
a 
line up of 200 millions Germans, 
Italians and Japs opposed to 1,- 
500,000,000 in the British Empire, 
China, Russia and America. This 
is largely b unk. The 350,000,000 in 
India are not in the war. They 
are chiefly a military liab ility. 
They hav e to b e defended. Much 
the same can b e said of the 450,- 
000,000 Chinese. Prob ab ly a quar­ 
ter are in the hands of the Japs 
and the rest are a drain on the 
equipment of Britain and oursel­ 
v es. That takes 800,000,000—or 
more than half of our “assets.” 
Russia 
has 170,000,000. Prob ­ 
ab ly a third are in H itler’s hands, 
together with half of Russia’s iron 
and coal. Whether Russia can re­ 
equip her armies with new m ater­ 
ial is a question. The Trans-Si­ 
b erian route is now shut off. 
So who is going to fight this 
w ar? We b egin. The Canadians. 
Good men and true. But only ten 
million. And no ov erseas conscrip­ 
tion. Australia. Another ten mil­ 
lion. And again no ov erseas con­ 
scription. One and a half million 
New Zealander. Ten million South 
Africans. Britain has 46,000,000. 
Add what is left of the Russians. 
Add us, 130,000,000. These men 
are fighters. The rest of the b il­ 
lion and a half are mostly kinky 
heads armed with 
s p e a r s or 
smooth b ores. 
On the other side y ou may 
question whether to include Italy ’s 
45,000,000. 
The story goes that 
an Italian tank had three speeds 
backward and one forward. Asked 
why it had one forward the ans­ 
wer was "that is in case we are 


NEW YORK, J an. 1—Ev entu 
ally in this war it will become nec­ 
essary to lock up in prison camps 
all persons, whatev er nativ e or 
naturalized Americans or unnat­ 
uralized nationals of enemy coun­ 
tries, who were members of the 
anti-American bund and similar 
societies or of Italian Fascist 
organizations. These indiv iduals 
were activ e 
traitors in recent 
y ears and are all potentially dan­ 
gerous now. They sneered at the 
United States and ex alted Nazi 
Germany and Fascist Italy in 
open 
and 
reckless 
demonstra­ 
tions 
of loy alty 
to countries 
which 
are now enemies. They 
were not mere isolationists but 
adherents of nations which hav e 
made war on this one and they 
continued their show of loy alty 
to those enemies long after the 
line was plainly drawn by Hitler 
and Mussolini. 
Some of them 
may hav e been harmless blow- 
hards who would now subside and 
ev en try to be Americans, but 
tbe /f}terest of the whole people 
justified 
the 
belief 
that 
they 
would seize any opportunity to 
destroy factories and public util­ 
ities, spread rumors and panic 
and transmit information to the 
enemy . 
The German gov ernment’s atti­ 
tude toward the anti-American 
Bund was such and so well known 
that any person who joined it 
automatically indicated his a lle­ 
giance to Adolf Hitler and his 
hostility to the United States. 
This organization was created as 
an island of Nazi Germanism 
a foolishly patient and tolei 
republic. It was a semi-military 
body 
with 
uniformed 
storm 
troopers who used the Nazi salute 
and hailed Hitler. The 
camps 
were cells of Hitlerism in which 
the women and children breathed 
hatred of ev ery thing that Ameri­ 
canism is and the men sometimes 
held target 
practice 
on 
rifle 
ranges. 
The Italian Fascist organiza 
tions may hav e been less sincere 
in their hostile alienism, but that 
is no reason why the people of 
this country at war should take 
a chance on their disillusionment 
and their conv ersion to the stars 
and stripes. Any man who three 
y ears ago made v oy ages to tla ly 
to pledge himself and his asso­ 
ciates in an 
alien 
society to 
Benito Mussolini 
and 
Fascism 
must be distrusted now and de­ 
priv ed of any chance to strike 
a blow in the back. 
This, of course, is a delicate 
subject and such settlement will 
draw blood from ev ery pore of 
those who are obsessed with af­ 
fection for the "foreign born” , 
but that will be just too bad. The 
nativ e bom hav e rights, too, and 


their interests certainly come be­ 
fore those of any man or woman 
who, in cold deliberation, elected 
to become a member of any or­ 
ganization which gav e allegiance 
to Hitler or Mussolini. 
We hav e suffered 
badly al­ 
ready from the treachery of the 
J apanese fifth column in Hawaii 
and in the Philippines, but the 
members of the Bund and the 
anti-American organizations fos­ 
tered by Mussolini are equally 
capable of sabotage and military 
espionage. The rolls of these or­ 
ganizations 
must be 
av ailable* 
not only because they were v ery 
rash in their hatred of the Ameri­ 
can people but for the further 
reason that they were infested 
with spies who obtained their 
secrets. 
Necessarily , 
informers 
would be used to identify the 
traitors and this alway s is an 
unpleasant 
method 
in 
a free 
country , but that freedom is now 
threatened and the sacrifice for 
safety is not too great. 
There is an impression that the 
prison camp is an institution of 
the brutalitarian countries only , 
but that is incorrect. The civ ilized 
countries are compelled to es­ 
tablish them for their own safety 
in time of war. Britain had them 
in the last war and has them 
now and there ex ists already in 
this land the detention of the 
crews of enemy v essels and cer­ 
tain others. The difference is that 
the civ ilized countries are more 
trusting than their enemies and 
thus assume risks which consti- 
;utea handicap in war. 
Norway has giv en the civ ilized 
.nations a tragic ex ample of the 
folly of trusting the Nazi Ger­ 
man. Rumania was similarly in­ 
v aded and taken by "tourists” . 
Concern for the rights and feel­ 
ings 
of the foreign-born 
here 
might enable known Nazis and 
Fascists to commit similar treach­ 
eries and effect on the foreign- 
born after that had happened 
would be much worse than mere 
detention in prison communities 
or camps. 
This is a dirty war, with no 
holds barred. The German, the 
Italian and the J ap hav e alway s 
been giv en the costly priv ilege 
of striking the first blow treach­ 
erously because the civ ilized peo­ 
ples hav e been unwilling to beat 
them to it. But the lesson should 
hav e been learned by now and 
all members of the Bund and 
the Fascist organizations which 
gav e loy alty to Mussolini should 
be rounded up and locked away 
immediately and their families 
with them, if circumstances re­ 
quire, until the war is ov er. Their 
inconv enience, 
as compared to 
their capacity for treachery and 
disaster, is not worth considering.

WASHINGTON, J an. 1— 19 42 
will not be as bad for business 
as those now crowding the mour­ 
ners bench suggest. Sales will 
be great. Nearly ev ery one will 
be employ ed. There will be more 
money in the hands of the people 
and greater stocks of goods on 
merchant 
shelv es 
or 
in 
ware­ 
houses, than ev er before. 
It is true no new cars or tires 
will be av ailable. But 3,7 5 0,000 
new passenger autos were sold 
this y ear. Not many people will 
lack efficient transportation. All 
metal goods products 
will 
be 
tight, 
(sewing 
machines, 
ice­ 
box es, etc.) But the av erage Am­ 
erican will not hav e to tighten 
his belt y et as the Germans did, 
only ease his foot from the ac 
celerator of liv ing. 
The careful calculations of the 
commerce department suggest re 
tail 
and 
serv ice sales 
through 
the y ear will, av erage as high as 
19 36 , which was not bad. 


A labor shortage Is in prospect 
for the latter part of the y ear. 
The old defense program con­ 
templated 
3,000,000 
additional 
workers; the new one will re­ 
quire twice as many . Tax es will 
be terrific. You can ex pect heav ­ 
ier nuisance tax es, 
probably 
a 
slight increase in income tax es, 
possibly a pay roll tax . The mid­ 
dle classes and successful people 
(doctors, lawy ers, teachers) will 
be hit hard. For them there will 
be no prosperity . Their pre-war 
incomes will be cut tremendous­ 
ly by tax es and higher prices. 
But a fairly formidable price re­ 
striction bill will be passed by 
congress to stav e off the giddkAt 
heights of inflation for 19 42 at 
least. The national income as a 
whole will rise from $9 2,000,000,- 
000 this old y ear to about $110,- 
000,000,000 in the new. 
Small manufacturers will suf­ 
fer. Earnings of companies will 
be 
limited. 
A 
rev olutionary 
change in business customs will 
take place, but the alert busi­ 
ness man will surv iv e and suc­ 
ceed. 


Hitler, the war maker, 
has 


four doors to 19 42 open this New 
Year’s. He will probably take the 
one into Turkey in quest of oil. 
The alternativ es are; to 
fight 
across Gibraltar into Africa; to 
do nothing; to attack Britain. 
Latest international reports in 
the oil trade (accepted by offi­ 
cials here) indicate Der Fueh­ 
rer’s great oil reserv es, built up 
for this war, are now down to 
about a two months supply . At 
the outset of the war he had 
eight million tons in 
reserv e. 
Only six months ago, he had ev en 
more— ten million tons, counting 
what he had obtained in Ru­ 
mania, Poland and Russia. But 
the Russian campaign has cut 
him down to a four million ton 
reserv e, with consumption run­ 
ning at two million tons a month. 
Counting his sy nthetic production* 
plus his Rumaian supply , he is 
getting less than one million tons 
a month with which to meet his 
deficit. 
Der chesty Fuehrer has like­ 
wise lost many more tanks than 
show in the Russian communi­ 
ques— not to the Reds, 
but 
through 
deterioration 
running 
around a thousand mile front. At 
the start of the war he had 12 
Panzer div isions. By the time he 
was ready to attack Russia he 
had 21 for that front, 2 or 3 in 
North Africa and 1 in Yugosla­ 
v ia. His losses from deterioration 
and battle hav e now caused him 
quietly to reorganize sev eral Pan­ 
zer div isions into infantry div i­ 
sions. 
Likewise, the past few 
day s 
the Reds hav e had superiority 
in the air at the front for 
the 
first time in the war. J oint Brit- . 
ish, American and Russian plane 
production now outstrips the Ger­ 
man. 
Certainly this is not a happy 
New Year for der mighty Fueh­ 
rer. 


attacked from the rear” ! ! 
But let’s play safe. Count the 
Italians. There is no great super­ 
iority of man power on our side. 
And the J aps and Germans hav e 
the immense adv antage of their 
geographical position. In food, raw 
materials and ability to produce 
we are far ahead. . 
We will win or lose this war 
in the factories. No strikes. Long 
hours. Work. 


The coming y ear bears the 
obv ious prospects of bad news 
for us from the Far East, but 
good prospects for an inv asion 
or collapse of Italy . The British 
troops are getting further away 
from their base of supplies in Lib­ 
ya. It is not ev ident y et 
how 
much of Rommel’s army has been 
destroy ed. Hitler might get the 
French fleet in 19 42 and cause 
them a setback in the Mediter­ 
ranean, 
but the y ear In that 
area should certainly work our 
way .
